the naval service, received trom Cap- 
tain Robert Bartlett today. The fate 
of these men, who were divided into 
two parties, was not known when 
Captain Bantlett left Wrangel Island 
for the Siberian coast in search of 
help dor his marooned crew, but as 
they were well equipped it was hoped 
they had succeeded in effecting a 
landing on Herald Island, and would 
be picked up by the relief expedition 
this summer. He ordered a search 
party sent out for them, 
First Intimation Received 

This repost from Captain Bartlett 
contains the first intimation to the 
department that when he left Wrangel 


Island, all of the Karluk’s company 
had not been accounted for. After 
getting onto the dce when the ship 
went down they were divided into 
three parties, which lett the ship at 
different Uses in an effort to reach 
land. Efforts to land on Herald Island 
were, so far as known, futile, owing 
to ice conditions, but the main party, 


in charge of Bartlett, reached Wrange! 
island in safety, When he left Wran- 


gel the two smaller parties, one of 
which, under First Ohicer Anderson, 
left Shipwreck camp on January 21, 
ind the other under the direction of 
Dr. Mackay, left February had not 
been heard from, There were foul 
men in each.

Pasteurized Milk Saves 
the Babies 


Milk that is bad for babies cannot be good fer grown people. 
Milk that is safe for babies must be good for grown people. In 
New York City before 1893 there were 96 children out of every 
1000 that died before they reached five years of age. In that year 
Pasteurized Milk began to be used, Thirteen years later only 55 
vut of every 1000 children died before reaching five years, Experts 
believe that the use of Pasteurized Milk practically cut the death. 
rate by one-half, as indicated above, There is little, if any, milk now 
used in New York without being Pasteurized, 


360 Typhoid Cases from 
Unpasteurized Milk 


The danger of using unpasteurized milk in a city is sometimes 
shown in a very striking way. A few years ago, in the town of 
Stamford, Connecticut, 360 cases of typhoid broke out among the 
customers of one smal] dairy. No new cases of the fever developed 
after this milk was withheld from sale, It was found that the 
water drunk by the cows had become infected with typhoid germs 
from the refuse of a case of sickness that had occurred on one of 
the dairy farms several years before, The milk was not Pasteur- 
ized, consequently the germs lived and thrived, and in good time 
they did their deadly work. Many deaths occurred; a great deal 
of suffering resulted, and » heavy burden of expense was laid on 
360 families, many ef whom could ill afford to stand it. All of 
this was unnecessary and could have been prevented by the use of 
properly Pasteurized Milk, 


Pasteurizing is Health 
Insurance 


There are so many ways that even the cleanest milk can be- 
come infected before being bottled. The cows themselves may look 
perfectly healthy and yet have tuberculosis. The germs of other 
diseases, such as typhoid, diphtheria, scarlet fever, etc., may get 
into it from totally unexpected sources,as in the case of the typhoid 


epidemic mentioned above, It is therefore most important to 
ENSURE the SAFETY of milk—one of our most valuable and eco- 
nomical foods. 

Pasteurizing dos this, The milk is heated thoroughly and 
evenly in special pasteurizing apparatus to a temperature of 140 de- 
yrees Fahrenheit, and held there for 30 minutes. It has been re- 
peatedly proven that this heating destroys all harmful disease germs. 
The milk is then quickly cooled down and bottled without being ex- 
posed to the air, and the bottles are stored in a cold room that is 
held almost at freezing, During warm weather we have special ar- 
rangements to hold it at a low temperature until the customer 
rets it, 


Hints to the User 


The customer should have the bottles put at once in a cool place, 
on ice if possible. If ice is not used it should be put in the coolest part 
of the house, in cold water, and the water changed at least three times 
per day. It is important, too, to keep the milk covered so that no 
infection can reach it from the air or from flies. 


The Temptation of ‘“Cheap”’ 
Milk 


There's a strong temptation to save a cent or two on a quart 
of milk. But it is very apt to be expensive economy, The cent or 
two cents a quart is really very small beside the risk to life and the 
chance of having to pay out hundreds of dollars in case of sickness. 
‘‘Cheap,’’ unpasteurized milk is very likely to prove the most ex- 
pensive milk in the long run, 

Moreover, good Pasteurized Milk at 10 cents per quart is a very 
economical food——it is as valuable as 20 cents’ worth of the cheapest 
meat that you can buy. The price of meat has been steadily increas 
ing for many years, The price of the best quality of milk has re- 
mained stationary. More good milk and less meat would save 
money for many families. 

Of course, every person has the right to obtain their food from 
whatever source they please, But we believe that they should know 
the facts. We regard it as cur duty to let the public know about the 
risks of using ordinary unpasteurized milk. It is sufficient to quote 
what Dr, Whitelaw, the City Health Officer, has to say on the ques- 
tion in his last annual report: ‘‘Unpasteurized’ milk, except that 
which is obtained from tuberculin-tested cows, should not be used.’’
